October is the month of the Holy 
Rosary, during which this, the fore- 
moat among the practices of piety 
which the church has approved in 
honor of Christ's Virgin Mother, is 
said svery evening In nearly all onr 
churches. No formulary of prayer 
has done more excellent service for 
the church militant In her efforts to 
withstand tlu' yirulent .-tttacks of 
her enemies from within, no less 
than from without the fold, than the 
rosary. We owe to it not alone the 
\ ictory of the medieval church over 
the Alblgenaian heresy, but also tha 
triumph of the faith In Ireland 
against the nlluroments of error and 
the persecutions of the penal code. 
In Oe'aiiany, too, the rosary has been 
the people's comfort in time of trial. 

The Feast of 'he Holy Uosary, in- 
stituted by Pope 8, Pius V., ri>calla 
to us the victory won by the Chris> 
t ian army over the Turks at Lepanto, 
on .October T, 1571. It is alwaya 
celebrated on the first Sunday In 
October In houiavllle the most 
el.\ hor.ii e (inil iiMpressiye celebration 
\yiil take place at St. Louis Ber- 
trand'R church. At the solemn 
vespers there will be a parade of the 
sodalitlea and children carrying fif- 
teen beautiful banners and present- 
ing a scene but seldom witnessed. 

President Wilson has also asked 
that Rosary Sunday be ohB:'rved 
throughout the United States as a 
day of prayer for the restoration of 
peace, aiii1 tlieiefore llie atlenilance 
tomorrow should include every 
Catholic and our ehurchea should he 
filled to their capacity. 

Many will ask, what is the 
rosaryT Tou smile, hat do you 
knowT The grains of which it is 
composed — it matters little whether 
they be pearl or coral. Ivory or 
wood — merely serve to count tha 
number of prayers to sustain and tlx 
the attention of the mind and heart 
by sensible signs; hut the cross at- 
tached to them is a aign of 
strength, life and salvation — the 
rrlnriouB sign of redeniptioa— a Sign 
rve;- memorable for Christiana. liCt 
us hear the wordB of Kacordaire — 
tile eaule of the pulpit of N'otre 
Dame de Paris-- in his life of St. 
Dominic, the inspired author of the 
devotion of the rosary: "The con- 
ferences of the rosary are multiplied 
beyond number; there la hardly a 
Christian In the world that does not 
possess, under the name of the 
heads, a portion of the rosary. Who 
lias not heard at eventide the Kravo 
voice of peasants reiiiini; the Ave 
.Maria in two choirs? W ho has not 
met processions of pilgrims passing 
through their fingeis the grains of 
the rosary, and charming tha length 
of their ionrney by the altamaUYO 
repetition of the name ot Marff 
Whenever anything becomes per- 
petual and universal it necessarily 
contains a m.vsterious liarniony with 
the needs ami the destinies of man. 
The rationalist amiles to see a pro- 
cesalon of men pass by reciting the 
same words over and over again. 
He that is oaUghtoned by a better 
light aaderataada that love has but 
one word, and th;.t in saying It for- 
ever It never repests." 

Imagine if you can a formula of 
prayer more universal, easier and 
better suited to the capacity of all, 
more sublime, and at the sacne time 
more simple. The rosary Is a 
memorial, an abridgmoat ot all 
Chriatlaalty; it la the breviary of all 
pioua laics; It is sn alphabet for 
simple souls, for children ajnl lur 
good old people. But for the 
learned, for men ot genius, for those 
that wish to meditate deeply, It is a 
sublime book, the vastest com- 
pendium of theology; it Is an im- 
meaao aad unfathoaiaUo aoai like 
the ayatarlos it oeaaMaMratoo. 

The roianr la fit. aoaM oae win 
any. oaly tor ehlldrea. devoteea, 
almple and Ignorant persons. What! 
a St. Dominic, founder of the Order 
of Priars Preachers, celebrated (or 
his profound learning and his elo- 
quent preaching — Bt. Domiale re- 
olted tha raaanr ui4 ho tooad la it 
more ihan hia Intolllgoaao eould 
fathom and hia kowt 00Btaia< 
What! St. Thomas Aogalaaa. the 
angelical doctor, the eagle of theol- 
ogy, who had fathomed the depths 
uf metaphysics, who had gathered 
up and Christianised all that was 
true and baautifal in pagan aatiq- 
uity^o wh9 lo evoa to this day 
oonalderod the loftleot and vaatast 
human Intelligence. St. Thomaa of 
Acqulnas recited the rosary, aad ha 
found therein all the sub- 
liiiitty of his genius What! Father 
I>acordaire, that magnificent Intelil- 
genoe, that noble heart, that thun- 
dering and ayiupathetle orator, that 
captivating apoatls of aathaalaatle 
«nd studious youth, wore hia roaary 
at his girdle; he recited It, as did 
St. Domlnio and St. Thomas, and he 
found In H on abyss for his mind 
tod ag ooaaa for 1 la heart

Unity of action to aceompllsh the 
purpoaea and stau of the organlza- 
tlea waa the watehwarAat all of the 
gatherings held darlag the first day 
ot the thirtesath- awual ^oavoation 
of the AnMrioaa Pederatlon of 
Catholic Soeletlea at Baltimore. The 
principal event wac the opening of 
the convention on Sunday with a 
Pontifical mass nt the Cathedral. 
Bishop Owen II. CorriRau was the 
celebrant of this mass, ami Cardinal 
;;ibl)oris. visitillK Bishops, .Moii- 
siKiiori and priests, as well as miiuy 
seminarians and :i( olytes, were in tlie 
sanctuary, ilisliop Joseph SchriMiibs, 
of Toleilo, created a stir in the 
crowded edifice when, in the course 
of hia aermoa he deaonaced In un- 
sparing terms the attltade of Secre- 
tary of State Bryan towara condi- 
tions in Mexico, and the alleged 
failure of llryan to put Into practice 
those prini ipies he has so often out- 
lined in hrilliant rlietorii'. 

Dishop Schri'iiilis hcKaii his ser- 
mon with a warm tribute to Cardinal 
Mbbona and to Baltimore, whieh he 
styled the cradle of the Catholic 
church In America. Oradually he 
led up to his point. "We must get 
away from petty selfishness." he 
said. "We must get away from the 
narrow parochial bondi. ; we nn^st 
even loose si.i?ht of diocesan de- 
marcation. Our endeavors and our 
spirit must he as broad as that 
charity dispensed to ns by our 
Maker. We read in the papers today 
of sotpe great wrongs being suffered 
by peoples of other lands. We re- 
mark how sorry we are tor them — 
and then pass on to the next item of 
new-8. To show you what OCg^niS^ 
effort can do," continued tho 
Bishop, "I will give an Illustration. 
About a year ago a Jew, in tar-away 
Ruaala. waa accu s e^ ol> 'ritual mur- 
der* — that la, ho was cbsrged with 
taking the life of a Christian child 
that he inight use the blood in a 
reHgious ceremony. When His 
I'hargr was laid, the paoi Jew found 
a (Jovcrnment only too ready to give 
credence to the charge. It waa 
foreordained he should suffer the 
penalty of death. . Then, what a 
righteona iadignation stirred the 
world! What a storm of protest! 
Men of all faiths and men of no 
faith were appealed to by aienibera 
of the Jewish faith the world over. 
It was their sense of Justice and 
fairiieHs that was appealed to And 
the cry was beard. That solitary 
Jew waa rolossad, aad the blot of 
ritual murder wiped from the 
escutcheon of the Jewlah race. 

"Let me pursue thia lllnatratlon 
further. In Mexico, not one man, but 
thousands upon ilioiiHandH of men 
and women ha\e been oiiliaged in 
their sacred rehgiuUH eonviitlons. 
Churches have been closed and de- 
stroyed. Priests and other relig- 
louB have been railed, tortured and 
In some Instances brutslly mur- 
dsred. Nuns, devoted women who 
have sacrificed their lives in the

In bU rod 
robes, sat witk Oav. Oaldaboiancb 
on hiB ri^t and Mayor P taa t oa on 
hlB left. 

FathtT Flt'tchcT introduced Gov. 
ColdsliorouRh as the first speaker. 
The Covcrnor. in an eloquent ad- 
dress, welcomed tbe visitors on be- 
half of tba State of Maryland. Ho 
spoke of the great work which baa 
been done In Maryland by Catholics, 
and paid glowing tribute to Cardinal

How inaplring te the Catholics and 
fhe general public of Baltimore roust 
have been the gorgeouH ceremonial 
attending the assemblage of the 
tint provlnolal eoaaoU.thara algbty- 
fiva .yaara ago, Snnday, Oetobar 4. 
Up to that time no raeb impoaing 
Catholic ceremony had been held In 
tbe country. To he sure, thpre were 
only a few Bishops and othpr dlg- 
nltarlPB present, for ilie original 
diocese of Baltiimore. which up to 
1808 embraced the entire t'nlted 
States, had only been divided twenty- 
one years; hut those who took part 
were among tha apontlea and foun- 
lers of tbe ehareb. and the tnention 
)f their naniPB now must Inspire the 
Catholic reailcr with renewed ardor 
for tile faith that has weathered so 
many persecutions and with perlei t 
coiifidenie that she will survive the 
prenent organized campaign of 
vituperation and calumny. This 
counall, tba holding of which had 
been dlacaii d for many years and 
which waa finally, approrad by Lao 
xii., was Bttendod by tbo following 

prelates: 

The Kight Rev. Benedict Joseph 
Feiiwick. a Jesuit, an American of 
I lie .XnicricaiiB. a descendant of 
t'ulhbert Fenwick, one of the or- 
iginal Catholic pilgrims who foumied 
the colony of Maryland; In the prime 
of life at (orty-sevan and for four 
years Bishop of Boston; among the 
first students In Oeorgatown and 
later Its President; Vicar Oonera) 
;)f Cliarleston. and a missionary oil 
heroic zeal and ripe experience. 

The Kight Rev. Kdward Dominic 
Penwlck, his cousin, a IHnninican, an 
American and a .Mary lander, the 
first misaionary aont to Ohio and the 
first Bishop of Cincinnati, sixty-one 
vears old and seven years a Bishop.

The Right Rev. John Bngland, an 
Irishman, forty-throe yaara old, con- 
tiecratod nine yaara aa Cbarlaaton'b 
first iBiabop, whoaa eoatroToraiai 
writings and sarmona wara auater- 
pieces of learning, logic and elo- 
quence. 

The Kight Kev John IJaptiKl 
David, a Sulplcian, for ten years co- 
adjutor of Bishop Flaget, a French- 
man, aixty-eight years old and with 
a miaaionary axpmrtanoo antedatln;; 
the eontury, . 

The Very Rev. wtlllaiB Matthaws, 
vicar Oeiteral Apostolle of tba dio- 
cese of Phll.idelphia. 

Besides these there were present a 
number of distinguished theologianH, 
many of them afterward Bishops, iti- 
cludiug tbe Rev. Francis I'atrlck 
Kenrick, atterv^rd Blrtiop of Phila- 
delphia and Secretary of tbe coun- 
cil; tha Rev. Simon Oabrial Brute, 
afterward Bishop of VIneennea. and 
the Rev.- Anthony Blanc, afterward 
the first Archbishop of New Orleans. 
Bishop Portler, of Mobile, and 
Bishop Dubois, of New Voik, were

Oaa 9t tha laeidaata of tha oooncii 
wna tba adadaaioa te one of ita ses- 
sions of three lawyers of high 
standing whose opinion bad been 
solicited by the fathers of the coun- 
cil, namely Roger B. Taney, Attorney 
Qeneral of Maryland and afterward 
Chlaf Jnatice of the United states 
■aprame Court; John Scott and 
WttUaai Raad. Tba maatar of oaro- 
moniaa waa tba «av. Jaha Joaapb 
Mary Chanche. aftarward first 
Bishop of Natcbea. 

Tbe council was opened with a 
solemn Pontifical miuss celebrated 
by Arehblahop Whitrield, the Bishops 
attending In miter and cope and 
forty priests in chasubles. After the 
maaa a sermon was dellvarad by 
Bisohp Bagland and tbe pallium was 
conferred oa tba Arobbiahop by 
Bishop Fen wick. The oounell laated 
until Oc tober 18 and thirty-eight de- 
crees were adopted or the govern- 
ment of the church They were con- 
firmed by Pope Plus VIM , Septem- 
bar SO, 1880. Among the Important 
daerasa wara those abolishing the 
traataa system, one against the use 
of oorrapt tmnatatloaa of tho Bible 
aad of eatoohiaau aad prayor books 
got approved, and one recommend- 
tag the erection of Catholic schools 
and the preparation of Catholic text 
books. 

Before leaving Baltimore the 
Biahopaof the council In a body paid 
a vlalt to Doughoregan Manor, near 
tba city, to pay their respeoU to 
Cbarlaa Carroll of Carrolltoa, the 
last surviving algnar of tbo Declara- 
tion of Indapa n daoca. who was then 
uiuety-two years old aad ia pariect
